At  the  Sept.  10  meeting  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Merchants'  Assn.,  Mayor 
Willie  Brown  participated  in  a  freeform 
question  and  answer  period.  The  Mayor 
addressed  many  community  issues  and 
gave  suggestions  on  how  to  be  heard  and 
who  to  be  heard  by. 

He  also  stated  that  he  did  not  want 
the  character  of  San  Francisco  to 
change,  which  seemed  to  be  one  of  the 
major  concerns  of  nil  those  present.

Boosters  NeiglitHji  nuon  A:-sii.,  led  off 
the  question  and  answer  period  by  asking 
what  the  Mayor  believes  is  the  most  ef- 
fective method  of  communicating  the 
neighborhood's  concerns.  Brown  respond- 
ed that  he  fell  personal  visits  were  the 
most  effective  in  all  cases. 

When  asked  about  the  effectiveness 
of  e-mail,  the  Mayor  said  that  it  was  the 
least  effective  way  to  get  a  response, 
as  most  government  officials  are  greet- 
ed each  morning  by  400  or  so  new  messa- 
ges and  are  overwhelmed  by  the  volume. 

About  the  proposal  by  San  Francisco 
Planning  and  Urban  Research  (SPUR) 
to  build  a  new  community  on  the  water- 
front between  Mariposa  Street  and  Is- 
lais  Creek,  the  Mayor  charged  that 
SPUR'S  ideas  are  "lofty  and  not  rooted 
in  reality."  He  expressed  his  opinion 
that  the  SPUR  proposal  would  not  be 
considered  until  other  issues  that  plague 
the  waterfront  can  be  solved,  primarily 
among  them  the  already  overstrcssed 
sewage  system. 

As  to  the  live/work  issue,  Mayor  Brown 
stated  emphatically  that  he  does  not 
like  the  live/work  idea.  The  new  Direct- 
or of  Planning,  Gerald  Green,  he  said, 
is  working  to  rewrite  the  live/work  code 
in  order  to  put  a  cap  on  live/work 
structures.  Millet  pointed  out  the  view- 
point of  the  Planning  Department  ap- 
peared to  be  quite  the  opposite.  It  seem- 
ed to  him,  he  noted,  that  the  depart- 
ment was  almost  always  in  favor  of  the 
developers.  The  Mayor  responded  to  this 
criticism  by  saying  that  until  the  codes 
were  rewritten,  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment's veto  of  certain  structures  would 
only  open  them  up  to  lawsuits. 

One  participant  in  the  session  question- 
ed the  Mayor  about  the  possibility  of  the 
Port  donating  some  of  the  land  along 
the  waterfront  to  an  activities  center 
for  the  youth  of  Potrero  Hill.  The  Mayor 
suggested  that  the  new  port  director, 
Doug  Wong,  be  invited  to  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  to  discuss  what 
plans  the  Port  currently  has  for  the 
waterfront  plots  and  see  if  such  a  center 
could  be  planned.

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WORD  HEALERS 

A  children's  librarian  is  a  kid's  word 
doctor.  The  Office  of  Children's  and 
Youth  Services  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  coordinates  the  efforts 
of  the  children's  librarians  system- 
wide  to  present  words  in  the  best  possi- 
ble light  to  the  children  of  San  Francisco. 
A  committee  of  us  meets  once  a  month 
to  review  newly-released  books  that 
have  already  been  reviewed  twice  — 
by  a  professional  journal  reviewer  and 
by  one  of  our  colleagues.  That  commit- 
tee selects  a  list  of  books  from  which 
each  branch  may  choose  its  new  books, 
along  with  replacement  copies  of  older 
books,  audio  and  video  materials,  and 
teen  books. 

Each  month  a  children's  librarian 
from  each  branch  and  the  Main  Library 
Children's  Division  attends  a  meeting 
where  we  further  discuss  the  books 
that  have  been  selected,  comparing 
them  with  others,  with  attention  to 
how  the  book  is  seen  and  heard  by  a 
child;  how  the  text  interfaces  with 
the  illustrations;  how  non-fiction  books 
measure  up;  are  they  accurate  and 
comprehensive  in  their  coverage  of  the 
subject  matter? 

We  discuss  the  content  of  children's 
programming  in  the  branches,  and 
children's  privacy  rights  with  respect 
to  censorship  issues.  We  struggle  to 
get  the  best  budget  possible,  and  one 
that  includes  books  in  languages  other 
than  English.  We  discuss  better  ways 
in  which  to  cooperate  with  the  schools 
and  how  to  make  the  library  as  acces- 
sible as  possible  to  children  from  oppres- 
sed nationalities  and  special  needs 
children.  We  seek  out  programs  and 
approaches  that  keep  children  coming 
to  the  library  when  they  reach  their 
teen  years. 

Each  year  in  San  Francisco,  librarians 
participate  in  a  mock  Caldecott  round 
table,  where  we  select  the  three  books 
which  we  believe  to  be  most  worthy  of 
winning  that  coveted  award.  We  also 
sit  on  over  a  dozen  committees  that 
meet  to  discuss  Audio  Recordings, 
Family  Literacy,  Book  Buddies  (service 
to  hospitalized  children),  Film/Video, 
International  Languages,  Puppet  Shows, 
Periodicals,  Pre-school  Services,  Sum- 
mer Reading  Club,  Teen  Service,  and 
Web  Pages/Software.  There  is  also

ROMs  and  online  services  to  enhance 
reference  work,  and  how  to  help  children 
and  teens  acquire  the  life-long  habit 
of  reading. 

By  the  time  children  arrive  at  a  lap- 
sit  or  story  time,  you  can  be  confident 
that  the  program  reflects  the  best 
collaborative  efforts  of  our  children's 
staff.  These  are  prepared  as  age-appro- 
priate pre-reading  experiences  aimed  at 
leaving  an  indelible  imprint  in  the  form 
of  a  special  place  in  their  hearts  for 
the  written  word.  We  work  hard  to 
draw  a  child's  attention  to  words  and 
sounds  in  a  variety  of  languages  — 
their  morphology,  rhythm  and  relation- 
ships to  the  society  in  which  they  live.

HILL  RESIDENTS  TESTIFY  AT  PLANNING  COMMISSION  REGARDING  THE  PRO- 
POSED MISSION  BAY  DEVELOPMENT 

Potrero  Hill  League  of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  protested  that  the  environmental 
impact  report  on  the  project  failed  to  consider  the  effect  of  the  proposals  for  an 
arena  at  7th  and  Townsend,  and  the  baseball  stadium  at  2nd  and  King.  Potrero  Hill 
Boosters  objected  that  the  EIR  did  not  adequately  address  the  impact  of  Mission  Bay 
on  surrounding  neighborhoods. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  SHAKESPEARE  FESTIVAL  TO  PRESENT  "AS  YOU  LIKE  IT" 

Directed  by  Richard  Seyd  and  starring  Sigrid  Wurschmidt  as  Rosalind  (both  of  them 
Hill  residents  and  veterans  of  many  productions  at  the  Eureka  Theater)  the  play 
would  be  presented  free  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  The  director  intended  to  present  a 
thoroughly  American  version,  using  a  multi-ethnic  cast. 

HUNTERS  POINT  ARTISTS  SLATE  OPEN  STUDIOS  IN  OCTOBER 

As  the  largest  arts  colony  in  the  U.S..  the  artists  at  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  once 
again  opened  their  studios  to  the  public.  At  least  140  artists,  including  painters, 
sculptors,  jewelry  makers,  glassblowers  and  ceramicists  would  make  their  studios 
available  to  be  visited.  The  Navy's  plans  for  homeporting  the  USS  Missouri  posed  a 
grave  threat  to  the  continued  existence  of  the  area  as  workspace  for  artists.

Immunization  Clinic 
Opens  at  Caleb  Clark 


The  Caleb  G.  Clark  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center  is  now  offering  Immuni- 
zation Clinics  three  times  each  week. 
New  funding  for  a  Registered  Nurse 
has  been  received  from  tlie  Health 
Department's  Community  Health  Net- 
work of  San  Francisco  (CHN).  This 
new  service  will  target  those  kids  and 
adults  who  are  unable  to  obtain  their 
immunizations  through  the  centers 
usual  approach  of  vaccinating  patients 
during  their  regular  MD  or  Nurse  Prac- 
titioner visits. 

These  special  clinics  will  be  for 
both  registered  health  center  patients 
and  for  those  who  simply  need  a  vac- 
cination, whether  for  school  entry,  job, 
or  other  needs.  Kids  or  adults  obtain- 
ing immunizations  from  the  Immuniza- 
tion Nurse  will  be  urged  to  follow-up 
with  their  regular  primary  care  provider 
or  to  make  an  appointment  with  a 
Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  provider. 

The  Immunization  Clinic  will  be 
held  every  Tuesday  p.m.,  Wednesday 
p.m.,  and  Friday  a.m.  Parents  or  other 
designated  caregivers  will  need  to  ac- 
company their  kids  and  complete  the 
necessary  consent  forms  in  order  for 
immunizations  to  be  given.  Billing 
will  be  according  to  DPH  policy.  In 
most  situations,  a  minimal  fee  will  be 
requested.  If  unable  to  afford  this 
small  fee  (based  on  family  size  and 
income),  immunizations  will  be  free. 

Anyone  wanting  to  use  this  new  ser- 
vice should  call  the  health  center  at 
648-3022  to  schedule  an  appointment. 
This  will  minimize  the  wait  that  might 
happen  if  someone  simply  drops  in  on 
the  clinic  days.  However,  no  one  will 


be  turned  away  from  the  Immunization 
Clinic. 

Another  service  available  at  the 
Health  Center  is  the  WIC  (Women. 
Infants,  Children)  Supplemental  Nutri- 
tion Program.  Carmen  Bonilla,  the 
WIC  health  worker,  has  been  helping 
eligible  individuals  at  the  health  center 
for  the  past  three  years.  She  is  availa- 
ble every  Wednesday  a.m.  and  p.m. 
Any  individual  is  eligible  for  the  WIC 
program  if  they  are: 

-  Pregnant,  breastfeeding,  or  have 
recently  had  a  baby,  or  have  chil- 
dren five  years  of  age  or  younger; 

-  Have  medical  or  nutritional  risk, 
as  determined  by  a  health  profes- 
sional; 

-  Live  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

-  Meet  Federal  income  guidelines. 

For  eligible  participants,  the  WIC 
Program  provides: 

-  Supplemental  foods,  such  as  milk, 
cheese,  cereals,  eggs,  beans,  peanut 
butter,  and  juice; 

-  Nutrition  education,  including 
individual  and  group  counseling; 

-  Breastfeeding  support,  and; 

-  Referral  to  health  care. 
There  are  no  charges  for  any  WIC 

services.  Anyone  wishing  to  enroll  in 
the  WIC  Program  should  call  the  health 
center  at  648-3022,  or  simply  come  in 
any  Wednesday  (8:30  -  Noon,  1:00  - 
4:30).

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SF  Zoo's  Elephant  Keeper y 
Is  Neighborhood  Resident

Longtime  Lower  Polrero  Hill  resident 
C^onnic  Zingaro  has  a  unique  profession. 
She  IS  the  Asian  elepliunt  keeper  al  the 
Sun  I'rnnrisco  Zoo.  1  spent  an  afternoon 
with  her  and  licr  lai-ge  charges,  learning 
about  tlie  two  Asian  elephants  in  resi- 
dence tliere  and  what  n  typical  day  is  like 
in  the  elephant  barn. 

Zingaro  has  been  at  the  zoo  since  1979, 
and  for  the  last  decade  and  a  lialf,  she  has 
been  working  with  Tinkcrbelle,  the  senior 
resident  in  the  Asian  pachyderm  born. 
Tinker  is  now  a  woman  in  her  thirties, 
and.  according  to  Zingaro,  is  an  intelli- 
gent animal.  She  explains,  however,  that 
intelligence  for  an  animal  is  probably  not 
what  we  think  of  as  human  intelligence. 
"Animals,"  she  says,  "have  to  be  smart  al 
being  animals,  which  is  not  the  same 
thing  as  being  smart  in  human  terms." 

The  second  of  Zingaro's  charges  is 
Calle,  who  was  originally  privately  owned 
by  a  trainer  in  Los  Angeles,  and  then  re- 
tired to  the  Los  Angeles  Zoo  before  com- 
ing to  San  Francisco. 

Calle  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
poster  child  for  tuberculosis,  as  it  seems 
she  lias  contracted  the  human  form  of 
this  respiratory  disease.  Although  she  is 
no  longer  contagious,  when  in  the  barn, 
humans  are  required  to  wear  masks  in 
order  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  the 
disease  being  spread.  No  one  knows  how 
Calle  got  tuberculosis,  but  it  seems  that 


elephants  are  susceptible  to  other  human 
disease  as  well. 

Handling  of  the  elephants  in  this  zoo 
takes  place  under  a  system  known  as 
"protected  contact."  This  basically 
means  that  the  handler  and  animal  are 
separated  by  bars  at  all  times. 

Trainers  and  handlers  who  use  the  "free 
contact"  method  of  training  were  consid- 
ered at  one  time  to  be  in  the  most  dang- 
erous profession  in  the  U.S.,  as  one  or 
two  people  a  year  die  while  practicing 
free  contact  training  methods.  Although 
this  figure  may  seem  small,  when  injuries 
were  compared  with  the  relatively  small 
number  of  people  engaged  in  this  profess- 
ion, the  odds  were  pretty  much  in  favor 
of  the  elephant.  So,  the  zoo  switched  to 
protected  contact  methods. 

Zingaro  communicates  with  her  anim- 
als through  hand  and  voice  commands 
which  are  augmented  by  a  whistle  and 
kind  of  prodding  device  (a  stick  with  a 
soft  ball  at  the  end)  which  she  uses  to 
touch  the  elephant  with  when  giving 
commands. 

The  elephants  are  brought  into  the  barn 

through  a  series  of  doors  and  gates  so 
that  the  keepers  can  bathe,  feed  and 
medicate  the  animals.  I  witnessed  Tink- 
erbelle  getting  a  foot  bath  (pedicures 
are  important  to  pachyderms)  and  Calle 
receiving  her  bath,  which  she  seemed  to 
enjoy  even  though  she  had  just  gotten 
out  of  her  private  swimming  pool  when  1 
arrived.  Calle  also  performed  a  series  of

different  behaviors  for  the  children  and 
adults  standing  in  front  of  the  outdoor 
enclosures,  although  she  seemed  to  think 
that  these  tricks  were  a  bit  simple  for  a 
movie  star  like  herself. 

Elephants  have  a  matriarchal  society, 
so  the  two  girls  are  still  involved  in 
jousting  for  authority  over  their  world. 
This  is  rather  subjued,  as  they  are  in 
separate  pens,  with  only  a  small  adjoin- 
ing gate  in  a  wall  to  aUow  them  to  inter- 
act, but  it  is  obvious  that  there  is  a 
competition  brewing.  Zingaro  feels  that 
Calle  will  be  the  winner,  and  perhaps 


Tinkerbelle  will  be  happy  about  that,  as 
she  seems  to  be  tiring  of  the  whole  act. 
Only  time  will  tell. 

I  urge  anyone  with  a  free  afternoon  to 
go  visit  the  zoo  —  things  are  changing 
there  every  day,  and  if  you  haven't  been 
in  a  while,  I  guarantee  you  will  see  some- 
thing new.  Definitely  still  on  the  "new" 
list  is  Susie,  the  baby  black  rhino,  who 
was  born  on  July  16,  and  is,  believe  it  or 
not,  cute  (as  only  a  rhino  can  be).  As 
for  the  rest,  I  can  only  say,  "Lions,  and 
tiger,  and  bears,  oh,  my!".
